The hides un- 
dergo special mechanical 
processing that makes 
them as soft and supple 
as glove leather. 

Since every hide is 
unique, each one is care- 
fully examined before 
cutting and only the best 
parts are used—almost 
100 square feet (about 9 
square metres) of leather 
go into producing the in- 
terior of a Saab. After cut- 
ting, the various pieces 
are sewn together with 
great care, to enhance the 
attractive styling and en- 
sure a perfect fit on the 
spring interior base and 
its moulded padding.
